He  then  l>e- 
comes  entirely  insusceptible  to  rabies,  the 
virus  of  a  mad  dog  producing  no  effect  upon 
him,  whether  introduced  by  intra-venou*inT 
oculation  or  by  trepanning.  By  inoculalon 
of  tho  blood  of  rabid  animals,  under  cerpin 
conditions,  I  have  succeeded  in  greatly 
simplifying  the  operations  of  vaccination, 
and  in  producing  in  the  dog  the  most  de¬ 
cided  state  of  insusceptibilit}'.  I  shall  spon 
make  known  the  details  of  the  experiments 
on  this  point. 

Until  the  time  when  rabies  shall  have  tie 
come  extinct  through  vaccination,  the  pre¬ 
vention  of  the  development  of  this  affeclpm, 
in  consequence  of  bites  by  rabid  dogs, 
bo  a  problem  of  considerable  interest, 
this  direction,  the  first  attempts  wliii 
have  made  give  me  the  greatest  hopes 
success.  The  period  of  iucuoation  i 
biting  is,  I  have  every  reason  to  believe^  of 
such  length  that  the  subject  may  be 
dered  insusceptible  before  the  fatal  form  of 
tlie  disease  develops.  The  preliminary  ex 
periments  are  very  Aivorable  to  this  opin 
ion,  but  the  tests  must  be  infinitely  multi¬ 
plied  on  various  species  of  animals  befcre 
therapeutics  will  have  the  boldness  to  iry 
this  preventive  on  man. 

Notwithstanding  the  confidence  with 
which  numerous  experiments  I  have  m|de 
during  the  lagt  four  years  inspire  me,  Bdo 
not  announce  the  facts  that  point  to  a  passi¬ 
ble  prevention  of  hydrophobia  without  some 
apprehension.  Had  l  had  sufficient  material 
means,  I  should  have  preferred  not  mailing 
this  communication  till  I  had  ^olicitedXbv 
the  kindness  of  some  of  my  associates! of 
tlie  Academy  of  Sciences  and  the  Acad«y 
of  Medicine,  the  verification  of  the  conclu¬ 
sions  I  have  just  made  known  ;  and  I  lipve 
requested  M.  Faillieres,  Minister  of  Public 
Instruction,  to  appoint  a  commission!  to 
which  I  nmy  submit  the  dogs  I  have  Ren¬ 
dered  insusceptible  to  rabies. 

The  crucial  experiment  which  I  shahid 
try  at  the  first  opportunity  would  be  to^pke 
from  my  kennels  twenty  dogs  insusceptible 
to  rubies,  which  should  be  put  in  compare 
son  with  twenty' other  dogs.  The  forty 
dogs  should  be  caused  to  be  bitten  succes¬ 
sively  by  rabid  dogs.  If  the  statements 
which  I  have  made  are  correct,  the  twenty 
dogs  deemed  by  me  insusceptible  will|all 
escape,  while  the  other  twenty  will  bej at¬ 
tacked  by  rabies.  In  a  second  experiment, 
not  less  decisive,  forty  dogs  would  be  ufed, 
of  which  twenty  had  been  previously  vppei- 
nated,  and  the  others  had  not.  The  forty 
dogs  should  be  trepanned  with  the -viriiC  of 
a  mad  dog.  The  twenty  vaccinated 
would  escape,  and  the  other  twenty 
all  die  of  rabies,  with  paralysis,  o 
mania  —  Translated  for  the  Popular 
Monthly  Revue  Scientifique.

Brier  Root  Pipes. 

Tn  a  report  on  the  trade  and  comraei 
Leghorn,  the  following  note  on  the  so 
brier  root  pipes,  which  have  become  so 
an  industry  of  late  years,  will  be  read 
interest : 

“  An  interesting  industry  has  been  started 
here  within  the  last  three  years  by 
Frenchman  from  Carcasonne,  for  the  ex¬ 
port  of  material  for  the  manufacturl  of 
wooden  pipes.  Similar  works  are  also  tB  be 
found  at  Sienna  and  Grosseto.  Selected 
roots  of  the  heath  (Erica  arborea — prefer¬ 
ence  being  given  to  the  male  variety— are 
collected  on  the  hills  of  the  Maremma, 
where  the  plant  grows  luxuriantly  and  at¬ 
tains  a  great  size.  When  brought  to  tho 


property  against  a  person  who  wrongfully 
possesses  it  and  refuses  to  give  it  up.  It  is  or¬ 
dinarily  resorted  to  when  the  ownership  of 
property  is  disputed.  A  common  case  occurs 
when  a  debtor  has  in  his  possesssion  property 
belonging  to  another  person.  The  creditor, 
believing  that  it  belongs’  to  the  debtor, 
seizes  it  by  process  of  law  and  sells  it  to 
pay  the  debt.  The  owner’s  remedy  is  to 
bring  an  action  of  trover  against  the  sheriff 
who  acted  for  the  creditor,  and  recover  the 
value  of  the  property  and  damages  for  the 
loss. 

If  a  mail  sells  a  horse  that  lie  has  hired 
from  a  livery  stable,  the  owner  may,  by 
this  action,  make  the  buyer  pay  for  the  horse. 

The  holder  of  property,  even  if  he  does 
not  own  it,  has  a  right  to  keep  it  from  all 
persons  except  the  owner. 

A  chimney  sweep  once  found  a  valuable 
jewel.  He  showed  .it  to  a  dealer  in  such 
articles  to  find  out  what  it  was  worth.  The 
tradesman,  thinking  the  sweep  to  be  a  thief, 
refused  to  give  it  back.  The  chimney¬ 
sweep  brought  an  action  of  trover;  it  was 
decided  that,  though  not  the  owner,  he  had 
the  best  right  to  it,  and  that  jeweller  was 
liable,  in  damages,  for  not  returning  it. 

This  rule  does  not  Apply  to  stolen  goods. 
A  thief  cannot  bring  the  action  against  the 
person  who  deprives  him  of  his  booty.  The 
law  will  not  interfere  to  protect  a  man  in 
wrong  doing. 

Later  cases  have  decided  that  the  finder 
of  lost  property  who  gives  it  to  a  person  to 
keep  till  the  owner  calls  for  it,  may  bring 
the  action  against  the  person  he  gave  it  to, 
if  the  owner  does  not  call  for  it.  The  law 
gives  the  finder  the  next  right  to  the  owner. 

In  some  cases  an  owner  is  deprived  of 
this  remedy.  In  England  one  who  holds 
property  as  security  for  the  payment  of  a 
debt,  may  lawfully  sell  it.  The  seller  of 
the  pledge  is  held  to  have  a  special  property 
in  it. 

Trover  cannot  be  brought  untill  the  wrong¬ 
ful  holder  has  treated  the  property  as  his 
own,  that  is,  has  “converted”  it  to  his  own 
use.  This  occurs  when  tho  owner  has  ask¬ 
ed  for  it  and  the  holder  refuses  to  give  it 
back. 

Since  the  “conversion”  is  the  gist  of  the 
action,  modern  lawyers  call  it  “the  action  of* 
conversion,”  aud  cease  to  call  it  “trover."

On 
his  arrival  in  Russia  he  advertised  for  a  Rus¬ 
sian  family  where  he  ^could  be  received, 
versed  in  language,  and  allowed  to  study 
Russian  to  his  heart’s  content.  He  employed 
lour  tjitors,  each  with  a  different  system, 
with  whome  he  studied  eleven  hours  a  day. 
In  six  weeks  he  was  able  to  converse  in  Rus¬ 
sian  wlith  fluency  and  accuracy. 


The  World  s  Exposition. 

In  (respect  to  the  coming  exhibiton  at 
New  Orleans,  it  might  be  said  that  it  will 
occupy  a  position  unique  among  affairs  of  its 
kind-  Since  the  awakening  of  the  South  to 
commercial  and  industrial  activity — after 
the.  paralyzing  effects  of  a  great  civil  war — 
no  such  enterprise  has  been  set  on  foot.

Capt.  J.  B.  Eads  settled 
this  years  ago  when  he  made  it  possible  for 
vessels  of  the  deepest  draught  to  enter  the 
Father  of  Waters  and  discharge  an  unbroken 
cargo  at  the  broad,  level  levee  at  New 
Orleans.  Until  this  Northern  engineer, 
aided  b}*  another  able  man,  Col.  Andrews, 
of  Pennsylvania,  had  conceived  and  carried 
ont  the  jetties  at  the  river’s  mouth,  New 
Orleans  was  little  better  than  an  inland  city, 
for  vessels  drawing  over  16  feet  were 
obliged  to  remain  outside,  or  lighten  their 
cargoes.  To-day  New  Orleans  is  on  an 
equal  footing  with  the.  metropolis  of  this  Re¬ 
public. 

Another  element  in  this  connection  is 
found  in  the  completion  of  a  system  of  rail 
roads  throughout  Texas  and  Mexico,  which 
are  tributary  to  ths  wealth,  progress  and 
commercial  importance  of  New  Orleans. 
The  best,  most  progressive  people  of  these 
great  areas  will  be  present  at  the  coming 
Exposition.  With  these  will  come  residents 
of  Central  America,  of  South  America,  of 
the  West  Indies,  a  grand  outpouring  of  men 
who  are  as  yet  comparative  strangers  to  the 
resources  and  capabilities  of  fhe  United 
States.  England  has  too  long  enjoyed  un¬ 
disturbed  supremacy  in  the  markets  of  the 
last  named  countries.
